Superintendent  Cape  Cod  National  Seashore 

The  present  headquarters  of  the  Cape  Cod 
National  Seashore  is  located  in  the  former  Nauset 
Coast  Guard  Station  at  the  end  of  Doane  Road, 
in  Eastham. 

The  primary  purpose  of  the  Cape  Cod  National 
Seashore  is  the  preservation  of  the  natural  and 
historic  features.  At  the  same  time  the  Service 
is  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  making  it 
possible  for  visitors  to  see  and  enjoy  the  area. 

To  assist  in  carrying  out  the  responsibilities  of 
the  Service,  Park  Rangers,  Naturalists  and  His- 
torians are  on  duty  dressed  in  the  National  Park 
Service  uniform.  Visitors  should  feel  free  to  con- 
tact this  group  whenever  they  need  assistance, 
advice  or  information.  Personnel  may  also  be 
found  on  duty  at  the  Information  Station  on 
Route  6 near  the  Orleans  circle,  and  at  the  Head- 
quarters in  Eastham. 

The  National  Park  Service  is  restoring  areas 
damaged  by  erosion  and  unwise  use  through  a 
dune  stabilization  program.

From  Beach  or  Boat 
Fishing  In  Eastham 
Provides  Great  Sport 

During  the  summer  the  striped  bass  is 
king  of  salt  water  game  fish  in  Cape  Cod 
waters  and  Eastham’s  striper  fishing  is  hard 
to  beat.  Surf  casting  all  along  the  tides  at 
Nauset  Beach  lures  the  experienced  and 
the  novice  to  try  for  the  "big  ones.”  And 
charter  sport  fishing  boats,  many  skippered 
by  Eastham  men,  will  take  you  from  Rock 
Harbor  in  quest  of  stripers  offshore  in 
the  Bay. 

Bluefish  entice  the  angler  too  and  are 
caught  in  both  surf  and  bay  in  season. 
Flounder,  tautog  and  a number  of  other 
good  eating  bottom  fish  make  most  any 
fishing  trip  from  Eastham’s  shores  some- 
thing to  recall  happily. 

Eastham's  Town  Cove  is  an  excellent 
spot  for  flounder  and  plaice  fish  and  trol- 
ling for  striped  bass  here  offers  additional 
thrills.  There  are  several  boat  liveries  on 
the  Cove  shore  so  fishing  can  be  fun  for 
all  the  family. 

From  nearby  Provincetown  several  sport 
fishing  charter  boats  make  runs  for  the 
tuna  which  begin  moving  into  Cape  waters 
in  June.  Generally  they  abound  here  until 
November,  ranging  in  weight  from  about 
one  hundred  to  a thousand  pounds. 

The  fresh  water  ponds  of  Eastham,  well 
stocked  with  fish,  offer  the  angler  much 
added  sport  with  rod  and  reel.  Bass,  pick- 
erel, white  and  yellow  perch  and  horned 
pout  can  be  taken  from  these  waters. 

No  license  required  for  salt  water  fish- 
ing.

program  by  the  transplanting  of  American  Beach 
Grass  may  be  seen  in  the  Gamp  Wellfleet  area. 

Naturalist-guided  walks  will  be  offered  and 
illustrated  talks  will  be  given  each  evening  at 
the  amphitheater  near  the  Seashore  Headquarters 
at  Eastham.  There  is  no  charge  for  these  services. 
Interpretive  exhibits  will  be  located  throughout 
the  area  to  tell  the  story  of  the  natural  history 
and  history.  Such  exhibits  may  be  observed  this 
summer  at  the  Pilgrim  Springs  area  in  North 
Truro  and  the  site  of  the  former  Marconi  Wire- 
less Station  at  Camp  Wellfleet. 

The  Seashore  was  authorized  by  Act  of  Con- 
gress August  7,  1961.  The  proposed  area  con- 
sists of  27,000  acres  with  a shoreline  of  35  miles 
on  the  "Great  Beach”  along  the  Atlantic  ocean, 
and  about  12  miles  on  the  Bay  side.  Areas  open 
to  the  public  during  the  1963  season  will  be  the 
Coast  Guard  Beach  area  in  Eastham,  the  Province 
Lands  at  Provincetown,  the  Pilgrim  Spring  State 
Park  area  in  North  Truro,  and  the  former  Camp 
Wellfleet  Military  area  in  Wellfleet.  All  other 
areas  are  still  predominantly  under  private  own- 
ership and  will  not  be  open  to  visitors  until  the 
land  acquisition  program  is  further  advanced. 
Visitors  are  requested  to  strictly  observe  private 
property  rights.

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS  GOVERNING  MOTOR  BOATING 
AND  WATER  SKIING  IN  EASTHAM 


The  Board  of  Selectmen  is  authorized  to  es- 
tablish an  area  for  swimming,  marked  by  buoys, 
and  area  for  moored  or  anchored  boats  and  a 
landing  for  water  skiers  on  Great  Pond  and  to 
further  establish  the  following  Rules  and  Regu- 
lations governing  Motor  Boating  on  Great  Pond 
in  the  Towm  of  Eastham: 

a.  Whoever  operates  upon  the  waters  within 
the  boundaries  of  the  Town  of  Eastham  a boat 
propelled  by  an  internal  combustion  engine,  reck- 
lessly or  negligently,  so  that  the  lives  or  safety 
of  the  public  might  be  endangered,  shall  be  pun- 
ished by  a fine  of  not  more  than  twenty  dollars 
($20.00). 

b.  No  motor  boat  shall  be  used  to  tow  persons 
on  -water  skis  or  aquaplanes  unless  said  boat  shall 
be  occupied  by  twro  persons,  one  of  whom  shall 
give  his  full  attention  to  the  operation  of  the  boat, 
and  the  other  of  whom  shall  give  his  full  atten- 
tion to  the  person  or  persons  being  towed. 

c.  All  boats  shall  keep  a distance  of  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty  feet  from  the  swimming  area 
marked  by  buoys  and  from  moored  or  anchored 
boats  except  -when  leaving  or  returning  to  their 
mooring,  or  the  landing. 

d.  No  water  skiing  shall  be  allowed  on  Salt 
Pond  or  any  fresh  water  pond  other  than  Great 
Pond. 


e.  Hours  for  water  skiing  shall  be  from  7 a.m. 
to  one-half  hour  after  sunset. 

f.  The  above  rules  and  regulations  are  to  be 
enforced  by  any  police  officer  authorized  to  make 
arrests  in  the  Town  of  Eastham,  and  the  violations 
of  the  above  rules  and  regulations  shall,  for  each 
offense,  be  punished  by  a fine  of  not  more  than 
twenty  dollars  ($20.00).
